Road Summers. 



Tho singularly virulent opposition 
evoked in cei tain quurtors by tho pro- 
position lo grant oxolusivo privilogef to 
a party essaying to in'roduoo Thorn- 
ton's Patont Hood Steamora into this 
Colony has led us to look back and soo 
with what sort of a reception a propo- 
eition in come respects similar met 
eoven yoara ago. On tho l5tu Fob. 
1864 Messrs Janion, Green & Rhodes, 
and J W Trutoh made formal applica- 
tion to tbo Governor of British Colum- 
bia, ot which tho gist was as follows :— 
Tho preliminary expenses and first cost 
amounting to a largo investment of 
capital, tbey asked, in ordor to bo pro- 
tected from factious opposition at tho 
outset, tho sole privilege of usiug steam 
traction engines in British Columbia, 
without restriction, for twelvo monihs 
from tho date of their arrival in the 
Colony, say from tho first of April 1865, 
Tbcy ali^o asked, as a bonus on tho in- 
troduction of thoso machines and tools, 
a remission of the amount of tho Cus- 
toms duos on the same, and an assur- 
ance from tho Government that tho 
existing roads would be maintained in 
an efficient slate of repair, ao that the 
traffic bo not impeded, thoir iutoution 
being to carry freight through on terms 
of time bargain. Referring to this ap- 
plication tha Daily OnronicUf the lead- 
ing Victoria paper of tbo poriod, in 
an editorial article upon tho subject, 
remarked, 'The prayer of the petition- 
ers that they should have the ondivided 
DBS of tho roads for this purpose for 
twelvo months is so modest that wo feel 
sure it will be granted.' In the coarse 
of proceedings in tho Legislative Council 
of British Columbia, a disposition was 
evincod to encumber the enterprise with 
as?iBtinu to keep the roads usod by the 
enginos in repair, whereupon tho Bri- 
tish Colonist remarked, " Wo are 
sorry to ob-ervo that the Legislative 
Council of British Columbia has not re- 
ceived very favorably the proposition 
of Messrs Janion, Greon <fe Rhodes and 
Trutch to place steam tractioji onginos 
on the waggon roads/' and it went 
on to say that tbo parties ooald not bo 
expected to ontor into the undertaking 
with snch restrictions aB the Legisla- 
ture Bhowcd a disposition to impoBo ; 
and, from time to time, both ol these 
journals gave the most hearty and un- 
qualified support to tho granting of the 
exolusivo right to use truotioo engine- 
in British Columbia and to remit 
the duty npon the flame Tho 
British Columbian, published at Now 
Westminster, then tbo capital of Bri. 
tish Columbia, gave tho enterprise a 
more cautious support. Is regarded with 
Bomo Uegreo of appiebonsion jjossiblo 
injury to the roads ; but while oouoBell* 
ing caution and full investigation on 
tho part of the Legislature in doaling 
with a matter of such importance, it, 
at the same time, expressed a strong 
desire to see such an immon-o im- 
provement in the uiodo of conveyance 
introduced. Thus wo find that 
tho traction engine proposition 
of seven years ago had the general 
approbation of the press of both 
Colonies, all agreeing that to 
grant a romissiou of duties and 
the oxclusivo right for ono year was a 
vory reasonable, indeed, a very "modest'' 
concession. Nor was tbo press in discord 
with poblio somiineat cn thi* point; for 
there was not tho slightest opposition to the 
priueiplo manifested. VY ell; the Legislature 
passed a Bill grinning a reuiissiou ol duties 
and tho exclusive right for one your, dating 
from the 1st Muy 18G5. Not was the en- 
terprise sudd luij with any conditions as to 
repair ol roads, bridges &o. It will bo seen 
that the parties woro allowed more than a 
year in which to prepare thomaolves lor 
cominonciug operations; and it may ba re- 
marked that in August 18G-1 they applied 
for and obtained from the Government an 
extension of five month*. How aio^alarly 
all this is iu contrast with the spirit in which 
the present proposition has been met by a 
handful of inleiested individuals. The ptefl- 
eut parties do not auk lor the exoluaire 
right to run 'traction engines propelled by 
steam,' bat only ono particular bind out of 
many; and thul kind Ireo (rom the objeotionu 
wbioh might have been ur«ed against thoa.- 
which were to huvo been introducod seven 
yearB ago. The latter would have gono rat- 
tling nnd sornaming over tho highways, 
tearing up the roads and, with thoir giaatar 
weight, injuring bridges. Tho Tornier will 
glide noiselessly along with muflled tread, 
improving, lulher than injuring, the roaUand 
frightening neither man nor beast. And, hh 
the present Bill mauds, the parties are requir- 
ed lo sliongthen biidgoa at thoir own proper 
expenso, and givo the moat ample security 
against damuge i whilo the public inturestB 
arn to bo inott jealously guarded. Nor Bre 
tho present parties to be allowed twenty 
mouths in which to perleot thoir arrange. 
moniB. Looking at tho whole maltar Iroin 
an impartial standpoint arid in tho light of 
public interests, we must oonloss that the 
pnvilege3 now sought to be acquired org 
'modest' indeed wtinn compared with those 
aoquirod under lue li til ol 18o'4; and wo 
uubiuit whether the public interests would 
not be very much autor uudcr the prosont Bill 
than they would be under a general Bill 
orautiug no exolusivo right, oud imposing 
leas thorough reHirici- D ' and sufoguarda.

Tea -Total Military Expedition, 

In a narrati7o of tho Red Itiver Expedition, 
writt/.n by na officer of the expedition and 
published in Blackwood, tho following passage 
occurs : ' No spirits were allowed throughout 
tho journoy to Fort Garry, but nil ranks had 
daily a largo ration of tea. This was ono of 
tho very few military expeditions over under- 
taken by English troops where intoxicating 
liquor formed no part ot "tho daily ration. It 
was an experiment based upon tho practice 
common in Canada, whoro the lumbermen, 
who spend tho whole winter in the backwoods 
omployod upon the hardest labor and exposed 
to n freezing temperature, uro allowed no 
spirits but have an uulimitod quantity of tea. 
Our old-fashioned general accepts, without any 
attempt to question its truth, tho traditional 
theory of rum being essential to keep British 
soldiers in health and humor. Lot us hope 
that tho experience wo have ncquired during 
the Rod Itiver Expedition may havo buried for 
ever this old-fogyish superstition. Never have 
the soldiers of any nation been called upon to 
perform moro unceasingly hard work ; and it 
may bo confidently usjutod, without dread of 
contradiction, that no raon havo ever been 
more cheerful or bolter behaved in overy re- 
spect, No spirit-ration means no crime ; and 
even tho doctors, who anticipated serious ill- 
ness from tho absence of liquor, will allow 
that no trsops havo ever been healthier than 
wo were from the beginning to the oud of the 
expedition.' 

Some of the children of tho Crown Prirce 
of Prussia come neor drowning the tther 
duy.
